Newly submitted claims 18-20 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the method as claimed could be 
applied to any laser, such as one used for industrial purposes, such as cutting printing plates. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original for prosecution on the 
merits. Accordingly, claims 18-20 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non- 
elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP 821.03. 

The amendment filed March 16, 2009 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
infroduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
infroduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original is as follows: "apparent source size of 6 mm^" and "the apparent source 
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size of said laser beam is greater than that required as a minimum condition for classification of 
said device as a Class II laser". 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

It is noted that the terms: "laser generating means for generating a laser beam"; 
"homogenizing means for modifying said laser beam"; and "positioning means for positioning 
said device at a predetermined distance" satisfy the three pronged test for a means plus function 
recitation and with be treated as such herein. See MPEP 2181(1) 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
inlcrnalional application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the EngUsh language. 



Claims 1-10, and 13-16, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 

by Slatkine (US 7184614; US 20040036975; or WO '03/49633). 

It is noted that the malady treated by the device does not affect the structure thereof 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1 1 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Slatkine 
(US 7184614; US 20040036975; or WO '03/49633) in combination with MuUer. Slatkine (US 
7184614; US 20040036975; or WO '03/49633) all teach a device as claimed except for any 
discussion of an adjustable standoff or the specific apparent source size. MuUer teaches the use 
of an adjustable standoff. It would have been obvious to the artisan or ordinary skill to employ 
the adjustable standoff of Muller in the devices of Slatkine (US 7184614; US 20040036975; or 
WO '03/49633), since this would provide uniform and predictable treatment, and to produce an 
apparent source size of 6nmi^, since this is not critical; is well within the skill of one having 
ordinary skill in the art; and provides no unexpected result, thus producing a device and method 
such as claimed. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-11 and 13-17 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
